On June 24th the new Kiel Canal was 
opened to public traffic. The scheme for 
the: original. work was decided upon by 
the. Government and Reichstag. in 1886, 
and was completed in 1895 at a cost of 158 
million marks. Its length was. 9 
metres, its depth 9. metres, its surface; 
breadth 67 metres, ita bed 22. metres, Its 
locks. were 180 metres long and 25 metres 
wide, At that time thore was no suspicion 
that these dimensions. would. not prove 
einphy sufficient for all. vessels likely ‘to 
be built even in.the distant future: But 
it was scarcely. more than 10 years ‘after 
the completion. of the- original canal 
before the introduction of the Dread- 
nought made it’ clear, that the waterway 
would. have to be completely altered ‘to 
meet. these new conditions. The: vessels 
of the“ Kaiser” class, for instance, ‘are 
already “172 metres long and 29 metres 
wide, while the battle cruisers of the 
Goeben type are 200 metres long and .29.5 
metres wide, . Not. only. for. war yessels,~ 
but for ‘the peaceful’ traffic of the canal 
a general reconstruction: was necessary, 
although it is very doubtful whether this 
would have come so -scon without the 
stimulus of naval needs. 

The new canal is now 44 metres across 
tho bed; its dopth is 11 metres, its surface 
breadth 101.75 metres, The new 
docks at each end of the. canal, 330 metres 
long, 45 metres broad, with. a depth of 
13.77 metres, are the largest in the world, 
Narger even than’ those of n 
Canal. The course'of the waterway 18, 
of course, for the greater part. the same, 
but sharp corners, etc., s 
‘and various other improvements intro- 
duced. There are now 11 passing points, 
four of which can be used for turning. 
This change means a great increage I 
the strategical value of the canal, since 
jt allows a much increased freedom of 
movement at times’ of 
turning points are, on the surface, 1,100 
metres. long..and 340. metres . wide. 
Altogether, the cost of these improvements 
has *.been. about 223 million | marks 
Cincluding 20 million marks for the pur-. 
chase of land), = considerably larger sum 
than that expended on the original con- 
struction. .It-has, too, bees found neces- 
gary to replace several of the old bridges 
across the canal by entirely new ones. . 

‘As to the commercial traffic through the 
canal, there have in the past been: many 
complaints over high tolls, delays through 
the passage of warships, and at the docks, 
ete, Nevertheless, the ‘traffic has increased 
rapidly enough. In the first year aiter 
the opening 7,531 steamers’ and 9,300 
sailing vessels. are recorded as having 
passed through. Five years later there 
were more than 12,000 steamers, although 
the sail traffic had sunk to’ 7,955. - 
seventh year after the: opening appeared, 
the first profit (of 57,000 marks.) In 1912 
there was a profit. of 1,200,000 marks. 
Altogether. the number of vessels. passing 
through the eanal-jlast year was 87; 
In this. traffic Danish, Swedish; and 
Russian vessels: take a large share, tho 
amount. of foreign traffic being as high “as 
50 per cent. of the whole.
